«dl  get  the  other  $10,000.'  but  we  will  have 
to  wait  until  our  friends  can  pay  up  what 
tn«»y  nave  subscribed. 

Ibis  Carnegie  Fund  goes  to  the  perma- 
nent invested  endowment,  and  only  the  in- 
terest cap  he  spent. 

The  present  condition  and  prospects  of 
the  Mississippi  College  arc  a longways  more 
favorable  than  ever  before  in  the  history 
of  the  institution.  I expect  very  rapid 
progress  within  the  next  decade.  The 
Baptists  of  Mississippi  are  able  to  endow 
the, P institution  and  make  it  really  a great 
school.  It  iN  easy  to  run  academies  with- 
out endowment,  but  colleges  cannot  run 
without  it.  The  endowment  will  come 
gradually,  but  it  ought  to  come  rapidly, 
bet  everybody  work  now  for  a great  at- 
tendance next  session.  Let  everybody 
take  notice,  however,  that  we  do  not  teaeii 
common  free  school  branches.  Our  work 
begins  where  that  ends.  We  do  2 years 
uf  hlKh  school  work  and  4 years  of  college 
"••rk,  but  we  do  not  do  the  common  school  ■ 

w°rk.  That  can  be  done  in  free  schools 
at  home.

It  is  gratifying  to  notice  the  interest  our 
people  are  taking  in  the  public  schools  of 
the  State.  In  addition  to  our  county  pub- 
lic schools  and  State  institutions  of  learn- 
ing. the  last  legislature  enacted  a law  pro- 
viding for  the  establishment  of  county  high 
schools,  with  industrial  departments.  To 
encourage  each  county  to  establish  such 
school,  the  State  proposes  to  give 
$1,000  a year  * to  each  such  school, 
provided  the  school  is  made  meri- 
torious. With  these  high  schools  as  con-

answer  emphatically.  Yes.  And,  in  sup. 
port  of  my  position  I want  to  quote  recent 
statements  from  two  or  three  very  promi- 
nent Baptists. 

Dr.  E.  Y.  Mullins,  president  of  the  Ken- 
tucky Baptist  Education  Soeietv.  and  also 
president  of  our  Southern  Baptist  Theo- 
logical Seminary  at  Louisville  Kv  sav*- 
•Of  all  people  in  the  world.  Baptists  kre 
under  obligation  to  educate.  They  believe 
in  the  light.  Their  conception  of  Bible 
teaching  requires  the  light.  They  believe 
that  light  from  every  source  is  the  privi- 
lege of  men,  and  that  the  regenerated  heart 
of  men  may  receive  the  light  and  grow 
thereby.  The  logic  ,,f  every  position 
which  Baptists  hold  carries  with  it  the 
idea  of  education.  Evangelization  and  ed- 
ucation  should  go  hand  iti  hand.”  Most 
assuredly  it  is  the  privilege  tat  men  to  re- 
ceive light  from  every  source,  and  only 
in  our  denominational  schools  is  the  light 
from  the  religions  as  well  as  the 
intele.tual  realm  turned  on.  It  is 
in  such  schools  only  that  the  Bible  jn  em- 
phasized and  the  spiritual  life  touched. 

Concerning  the  situation  in  Kentucky. 
Dr.  W.  J.  McGlothlin,  professor  of 
( nnrcli  History  in  our  Seminary  at  Louia- 
' ill’*-  says:  “Moreover,  the  education  wc 
need  is  Christian  education.  We  Ken- 
tuckians must  learn  anew  to  fear  God,  to 
love  righteousness,  to  value  the  spiritual. 
It  is  not  enough  to  train  the  Intellect.  The 
man  of  trained  intellect  ia  all  the  more  uso- 
b“ss  or  dangerous,  unless  he  is  fortified  with 
sound  religious  and  moral  principles.  Our 
public  schools.  let  us  thank  God,  are  not 
wholly  secularized  ns  in  some  parts  of  the 
country.  But  they  are  not  and  cannot 
he,  actively  and  aggressively  religious. 
More  than  education,  more  thnn  anything. 
Kentucky  needs  the  principles  of  the  Isird 
•Jesus  Christ  incorporated  into  her  daily 
ble.  fh at  cannot  be  done  satisfactorily 
m the  public  schools.  At  least  we  need 
many  other  distinctively  religious  schools 
to  train  some  men  and  women,  and  hy  their 
example  and  rivalary  to  keep  the  'public 
schools  up  to  their  best.”  And  what  is 
true  of  Kentucky  is  also  true  of  Mississippi. 

It  takes  the  influence  of  the  religious  schools 
to  keep  our  public  life  anchored  to  the  prin- 
ciples of  Jesus  Christ  and  the  Christian  re- 
ligion. 

Rev.  H.  A.  Porter,  pastor  of  the  late 
Dr.  T.  T.  Eaton's  church.  Louisville.  Kv., 
says;  “Baptists  believe  in  Christian  edu- 
cation. Ulan  is  not  a body  with  a soul; 
man  is  a soul  with  a body  and  a mind. 

" shall  we  say  of  the  education  that 
treats  of  the  mind’s  relation  to  facta,  and 
not  of  the  soul's  relation  to  God:  that 
speaks  of  the  creation  and  ignores  the  Cre- 
ator; that  tells  of  the  manifestations  of 
1'fe  and  banishes  the  Author  of  life;  that 
Icals  with  the  head  and  has  nohing  for 
the  heart t The  cultivation  of  the  intellect 
•'lone  is  not  education.  You  often  hear 
the  expression.  ‘Poor  fellow.  What  a 
Pity.  He  is  a moral  wreck,  and  yet  he 
'as  such  a good  education.’  He  ha«  not. 
Education  ia  not .' intellectual  alone;*  it 
should  extend  to  tbi*  whole  man.  ‘Eduea-  I 
tion  is  not  what  a man  knows,  nut  what  lit  ' 


needs  and  must  have,  and  we  are  under 
obligations  to  inculcate  these  principles 
in  our  public  life,  religiously  and  ttoliti- 
cally. 

Baptists  of  Mississippi  need  a greater 
awakening  on  the  question  of  Baptist 
schools.  We  need  to  learn  a lesson  or  two 
from  the  Baptises  of  Georgia  and  Texas. 
And  Kentucky  Baptists  are  falling  into  line 
by  organizing  a Baptist  Education  Society, 
for  the  purpose  of  establishing  new  schools, 
and  helping  the  ones  already  established. 
And  Kentucky  Baptists  are  going  to  do 
some  glorious  things. 

Mississippi  Baptists  really  own  and  con- 
trol but  one  school.  While  it  ia  among 
the  best  ill  the  land,  and  while  there  are 
three  or  four  other  Baptist  schools  in  the 
State  owned  and  controlled  hy  individuals. 
w«*  are  very  inadeifuately  supplied  with 
Baptist  schools.  Large  sections  of  the 
State  sr(*  practically  untouched  hy  us.  edu- 
cationally; and  wc  owe  it  to  ourselves  and 
the  cause  of  Christ  to  supply  these  desti- 
tutions. If  we  do  not,  others  will.  Wi- 
nn* face  to  face  with  a great  opportunity. 
Wc  are  in  th<*  morning  light  of  n great 
awakening.  The  clock  is  striking  the  Bap- 
tist hour.  To  quote  Dr.  Porter  again: 
“The  hour  has  come  for  Baptist  conquest 
in  Kentucky  and  in  the  world.  We  are 
at  the  beginning  of  a second  crusade.

Ami  because  they  would  not 
retain  the  knowledge  of  God,  they  were  left 
to ’cultivate  the  lusts  of  the  flesh,  nnd  thus 
they  filled  their  own  heart  with  all  evil. 

Ami  even  ns  they  did  pot  like  to  retain 
God  in  their  knowledge.  God  gave  them  over 
to  a reprobate  mind,  to  do  those  things 
which  are  not  convenient;  being  filled  with 
nil  unrighteousness,  maliciousness,  full  of 
envy,  murder,  debate,  deceit,  malignity; 
whisperers,  backbiters,  haters  of  God,  de- 
spiteful, proud,  boasters,  inventors  of  evil 
thing*  disobedient  to  parents,  without  un- 
derstanding. implacable  nnd  unmerciful.” 
Rom.  1:28-32. 

There  was  also  the  knowledge  of  good 
that  man  received  from  the  forbidden  fruit, 
that  gave  him  the  ability  to  consider  that 
which  was  right,  and  to  choose  between  the 
evil  ami  the -good.  And  God  holds  him 
responsible  for  the  choice  he  makes. 

“When  the  wicked  man  turnnth  away

Eternal  life  to  the  soul  is  a union  with

Man  hy 
transgression  lost  the  opportunity  of  ob- 
taining holiness,  and  passisl  under  sentence 
of  condemnation  and  death,  a separation 
from  life  in  God : this  is  death  to  the  soul. 

But  by  Christ’s  work  in  the  flesh,  Gm! 
prepared  a way  hy  which  man.  could  obtain 
this  union  with  God.  hy  obedience  to  His 
word.  But  the  work  through  which  it  is 
to  be  obtained  is  the  work  of  Christ,  ami 
not  the  work  of  man.  And  the  wonl  of 
<bsl.  obedience  to  which  places  man  in  a 
position  in  which  God  promises  to  give  him 
eternal  life,  is  the  words  of  God  through 
Christ,  and  not  by  the  law  ami  the  prophets.
